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China Raids Japan 

Japanese spokesmen on May 20 deseribed it as 
‘one of General Chiang Kal-shek’s dreams, but 
if the reports are correct, reversing the’ pro- 
cedure, Chinese aeroplanes appeared over Japan 
fon the morning of May 20 and although they 
‘were unaccompanied by bombs, the raid initiates 
a new “phase in the hostilities which 
‘will undoubtedly cause Japan to pause and con- 
sider, Hitherto, the offensive action of air 
‘units has been’ pincipally on the side of the 
Jopanese operating from bases and aircraft 
carriers in China or Chinese waters, but now 
that it has been proved that the Chinese can 
strike buck the circumstances are entirely dif- 
ferent. From an “undisclosed bose” it is re- 
ported Chinese aeroplanes flew to Japan, circled 
‘over Osaka, the great manufacturing city and 
centre of Japan's industrial area, passed over 
‘Sasobo, the naval base, and returned safely to 
‘China ‘with one important object accomplished 
demonstration of the fact that Japanese towns 
and cities might too be subjected to the aerial 
bombardments which scores of Chinese towns 
and cities have suffered. By dropping leaflets 
instead of bombs, the Chinese machines gained 
great advantage for the propaganda-fed mind 
‘of the Japanese people, since the beginning of 
the Sino-Japanese, could not have conceived 
the possibility of air reprisals, harmless as they 
were on May 20. It is not believed that more 
‘thon two or three machines participated in the 
flight but it is known that China does possess 
‘a number of long distance bombing planes with 
‘a 3,000 miles radius which enables raids on 
Japanese territory as far as Osaka, if not Tokyo. 
‘The fact that the only evidence of defence was 
“plack-outs” of cities does not mean that’ 
‘Japan is unprepared, but, to the contrary. shows 
that the authorities are fully aware of possibili- 
ties and sometimes “black-outs” are a better 
means of protecting a city than direct alr and 
anti-aircraft combat. This new phase of the 
‘Sino-Japanese conflict has grave potentialities. 





That Chinese Air-raid 

‘The udroltness of the Chinese in flying over 
Kyushu and dropping leaflets instead of bombs! 
is having the worldwide effect which was to 
be expected. They have again shown them- 
selves masters of propaganda, and most effec- 
tive propaganda at that. ‘Throughout the world 
there has been very ‘considerable sympathy 
with China in her present troubles, and Chi- 
nese representatives abroad have not been slow 
to avail themselves of that fact. They were to. 
a very large extent sucessful because of the: 
manner in which the Japanese carried out their: 
bombing, which, no matter how much en- 
deavour has been made to justify it, still stands 
condemned before, public opinion.” ‘The Chi- 
nese could have drépped a few bombs, had they 
chosen to do so. They would in all probability. 
nave done nothing in the nature of serious 
wnilitary damage, and, from that point of view 
Re Japanese are correct in not regarding the

raid too seriously. The important side of the 
‘whole business is the effect Chinese forbearance 
Ie ikely to have abroad, for it will serve to 
Heighten Chinese prestige and correspondingly 
decrease that of Japan, ‘There is, however, an- 
thor aspect of the maiter which should not be! 
{velonked, While te fal f Hsuchowty has be 
Keept. in iis” proper perspective, "and. calmly 
Setepted by the Chinese pubic, as something 
‘which had to come sooner or later, without 
Interfering with the general Chinese’ plan, the 
prosecution ‘of this altaid at the particular 
moment. chocen, had the effect of Bringing a 
Spectacular and successful performance to 
Public notice and thereby offset whatever fel- 
Thgs of dlaappointment the fall of Hsuchow! 
might have ereated. ‘The whole scheme appears 
qo have been most caretully thought out, ond 
indicates a thorough understanding of” mass 
pavchology and the application of thet under- 
Handing in avery ingenious manner.

Heve that the capture of the city which has! 
‘been the Japanese objective for some months. 
s.a very serious blow to Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek, or that it will bring about the com- 
plete collapse of the Hankow Government, It 
would be idle to minimize the dimensions 
‘of the vietory which the Japanese have gained 
in Shantung. but on the other hand it would 
be more than unwise to exaggerate its possible 
‘effect on the futuro conduct of these hostilities. 
‘Making all allowances for a natural enthusiasm, 
it is more than probablo that substantially large 
Chinese forces ‘will either be annihilated or 
forced to surrender, and China will thereby 
have lost much of the forces which have been 
thoroughly well seasoned by the months | of 
struggle they have endured in north China. The 
Chinese Government has been all along pre- 
poring new lovies and with its enormous re- 
ourees of man power is still able {o carry on 
the fight. If it succeeds in delaying the Japan- 
ese time table, -as it did in the battle for 
Hsuchowtu, it may be years before the Japanese 
army will be able to impose its will upon China. 
‘The original idea of a short, sharp. profitable 
war has been abandoned even by the Japanese 
newspapers, and the leading journals are warn- 
ing their teaders that the occupation of the 
railway junetion is but one of the many 
Sleps which will have to be taken before 
the Generalissimo's administration can be wiped 
‘out, ‘The Japanese armies may be winning 
victories, but they may prove to be very Pyrrhic

The story of the slaying of Dr. H. G, Wyatt 
and Miss Glasby, two missionaries, while on 0 
joumey  betweem Taiyuan and ‘Tuichau, by

appear to be much excuse for it, Even after 
the first shot had been fired when Dr. Wyatt 
tore the British flag from the ear, ond, waving 
it, sought to approach the attackers, the Chinese 
are reported to have continued and even in- 
freased their fire, When he returned to the car 
in an endeavour to carry the wounded chauffeur 
fo a place of safety it should have been appar- 
tent to the Chinese soldiers that these were no 
people on hostilities bent but harmless. indivi- 
Guals who were not even secking to retaliate. 
It is, of course, quite possible that the: Chinese 
soldiers did not recognize the British flag, but 
itis dimeult to believe that they did not realize 
it was not a Japanese, with the colour and 
design of which they should all be familiar by 
how. Fortunately few if any other stories of 
Chinese brutality’ towards foreigners have come 
to hand during the hostilities, and such cases 
‘as have occurred have to be taken on thelr 
merits, In this instance it cortainly appears 
that the Chinese did not behave with all the 
‘caution they might have done, for it Is difficult 
to see how a Jone car could have proved to bie 
any threat {0 themselves, and in any event they 
could have made more’ certain of what they 
were doing before opening fre. On the other 
and peide will be felt over the heroism dis- 
played by Dr. Wyatt, When he realized that his 
efforts to apprise the Chinese soldiers of the 
party's identity were likely to fail, he turned 
his attention to getting the unconscious chaut- 
four into a place of greater safety than the in- 
terior of the car, and it was while trying to put 
him under cover of the roadside diteh that he 
received a bullet wound which was so shortly 
aftetwards to ond his life.

Raid Japan 


Leaflets Instead of Bombs Dropped on Sasebo and 
Osaka ; Machines Given Ovation in Hankow 


-RITING a fresh chapter in the history of the Chinese air force, | 


Hankow, May 20. 


giant Chinese bombers raided Japan proper in the small 
hours of this morning for the first time since the start of hostilities, 
according to Chinese official reports. 

‘The raiders, who confined their attentions to Osaka and the 
Sasebo naval base, dropped no bombs but only showered tons of 


leaflets on the two cities. 
The bombers took off from 


a secret base at midnight, and 


kept in constant wireless communication with their base while 
winging their way across the China and Japan seas, 
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‘Air Force were’ only trying to do 
their share inthe “ight against 
Japanese: aggression for national 
reservation.” 


Interviewed by Reuter's corres- 
pondent, the Squadron Leader who 
was in ‘charge of the two planes 
declared, “As soon as we left the 
China coast, and were flying over 
the open sed heading for the south. 
western part of Japan, we were fred 
at by Japanese warships in the 
vicinity of some small islands. 
“Nolther of our machines was 
damaged,” (he Squadron Leader con- 
inued, “the weather conditions were 
bad," he stated, “and wo reached the 
coast of Japan at about 3,30 a.m. 

‘We dropped our leaflets ail over 
Kiushiu Island, at the Sasebo Naval 

















Base and at Nagasaki, We en 
[countered no Japanese pursuit planes, 
nor any anti-aircraft fire while over 
Sapan, 

“My machine developed an oil 
leakage soon after we left the China

[without incident,”

Szechuen to Choose 
Own Officials 


Chungking, May 18. 
‘A policy of general conciliation, by 
means of allowing local aspirants to 
‘office in the Szeehuen political gov- 
‘ernment to settle among themselves, 
without interference, as to who should 
‘occupy various posts, has been 
adopted by the National Government 
‘as the easiest method of escaping from 
the protracted negotiations and bick- 
rings of the past three months. 

‘The Government also hopes, by this 
new ‘policy, to be able to persuade 
Toeat "generals to despaten forces 
under their command to the front, 

Tn line with this attitude General 
Wang Tsang-hsu, the Chairman of the 
Provinelal Government, has begun 
making changes in all important 
provineial government posts. 

He has already appointed Mr. Kan 
‘Tsl-yung Commissioner of Finance in 
place of Mr, Lin Han-shen, Mr. Pan 
Chen-yeh manager of the’ Szechuen 
Provincial Bank, which post was also 
previously held by Mr. Lin, and Gen 
eral Li Keng-koo, garrison com- 
mander at Chungking, concurrently 
commander of alr defence and also 
‘of General Wang Ling-chi's troops, 
whieh have been assigned to agricul- 
ural “duties as part of the national 
defence scheme. 

‘Other minor posts are at present 
being actively ‘canvassed by those 
wishing to ml them. 

‘At the same time, preparations are 
being made to despatch large body 
of Szechuen troops, which has hitherto 
not left the province, for active 
service, A large quantity of trans- 
port has recently been arranged for 
this purpose. 

"These troops number more than 
100,000 men, ‘of whom at least half 
are well equipped. ‘They are reported 
to be eager to fght—Reuter, 














Trouble in Szechuen 


Chengtu, May 21. 

Al possibility of future trouble in’

THE CABINET CHANGES 
May 18. 


‘The agitation by the British Labour and 
Liberal Opposition concerning the speed with 
which the Government was executing its air 
vearmament scheme has at last resulted in a 
reshuiMling of the Cabinet, with the res 
of Viscount Swinton, Secretary of State for 
‘Air, and no fewer than eight other changes. 
{tis a matter of opinion whether the manner 
in which the eritieism of the Government has! 
been indulged in did rot resemble too much 
the continual flaunting of the war bogey, and 
whether the Government was really so be- 
hind-hand as was alleged. It will be remem- 
bered that, when the programme concerning 
the rapid ‘increase of Britain's air strength 
was first announced, there was some opposi- 
tion fo it on the part of some of the leadins 
industrialists including so well-known a figure 
as Lord NuMeld, who roundly criticised it, 
refusing to have anything. whatever to do 
with it, Despite that fact the Government 
Went ahead with its plans, and it was after 
some months of endeavour that it was dis- 
covered that progress was not so rapid as was| 
At first expected, ‘There were several factors 






























contributing to that state of affairs, not the 
least ‘of which, according to Earl Baldwin, 
then Prime Minister, was the fact that the 
whole rearmament scheme had been delayed 
two years by the incapacity of democracy to| 
grasp the facts of the situation, and to take 
effective action. He was then faced with the| 
inertia of public opinton, and looking back, 
it is clear that while the country at large 
approved in principle of the nation rearming| 
itself, it was by no means as enthusiastically 
behind the government as later developments 
made it. One of the important things which 
contributed to the change was the develop- 
ment of a scheme for protecting the people 
generally from the effects of air-raids, the 
Issuance of the Government pamphlet dealing] 
with what the ordinary householder can do| 
im the matter of sccuring the maximum| 
amount of protection for himself and his| 
family against air-raids and the rapid equip 
ment of the nation with the very necessary| 
gas musks. The British public was made| 
air-raid conscious, and, as this ‘developed, 
greater interest was shown in the develop- 
ment of the air force which, after all, will 
still be the main defence against attempted 
raids on Britain. 

It was unfortunate that the Government! 
should thus be automatically fashioning a lash 
for its own seourging, and more unfortunate| 
that Mr. Chamberlain's Cabinet instead of its 
predecessor should be the victim of all the 
recent criticism; but the Opposition  has| 
‘been so clamant, and there has been such a] 
strength of public opinion behind it, that the 
Prime Minister was obliged to yield to the 
storm and Viscount Swinton has had to go. 
It was unfortunate that he happened to be a 
member of the House of Lords, a state of 
affairs which was all the more difficult 
because he was in charge of a great spending, 
department, and unable to participate in| 
debates in’ the House of Commons on the 
programme of which he was in charge. Lord 
Swinton appears to have recognized these 
facts, and to have approached the Prime! 
Minister as to whether he desired to make! 
‘any change. The latter urged him to remain, | 
and in view of all the facts it does not appear| 
that Mr. Chamberlain was unwise in his 
decision. ‘The Air Minister had a grasp of 
the position, plans for accelerating the rate 
of the production of fighting machines were| 
already in hand, and it would have rendered| 
no great service to the rearmament scheme if 
the change had been brought about at a time} 
when it was most likely to have led to dis- 
ruption and consequently fresh delay, It is| 
clear from Lord Swinton's letter of resigna-| 
tion that the groundwork for present ex- 
pansion, and for future enlargement have| 
been laid, and that practically all the orders: 
for aircraft in connection with the new ex- 
pansion have been placed. There is still, 
however the original lag which has not yet 
been completely made up, but it is clear that 
the Government is better able now to deal 
with the problem presented than it has been| 
‘ever since the need for rearmament came to) 
be so fully understood. Lord Swinton re- 
cognizes that his continuance in office, and 
the criticism to whieh he was subjected might 
prejudice tle full achievement of what he| 
‘and the Prime Minister were trying to do, 
and by making place for another man it is| 























hoped that much of the criticism will dis 
appear. 
In ali the circumstances the appointment of| 





Sir Kingsley Wood to the Air Ministry may| 
be the best solution. It brings the Ministry] 
back under the direct eye of the House of 
Commons in whieh it will be represented by} 
8 man thoroughly capable of looking after 
himself, while at the same time it removes 
cause for the complaint which has been so 
frequently expressed at the presence of so] 
many of the Cabinet in the Upper House. 
‘The result of the changes will be to bring 
‘about equal representation between the Lords 
snd Commons in the British Cabinet, and 
brings in a quantity of younger and newer| 
blood, It was at first thought that perhaps! 
Mr. Hore Belisha would have been trans-| 
ferred from the War Office to the Air| 
Ministry. ‘The reason for that belief is prob- 
ably to be found in the driving force which 
he displayed concerning the reforms in British’ 
traffic, and the energy which he has exerted! 
sinee taking control of the War Office. It is 
just as well that that change has not been 
made, for there is still plenty of work for| 
him to do on the other branches of the| 
military rearmament, and it would not 
been the wisest step to have moved him so 
soon, It remains to be seen whether these] 
inet changes will entirely sat 
‘Opposition, or whether it will persevere with| 
its demands for an even 

the building up of Force than is 
possible under the revived scheme of Lord! 
Swinton, ‘The more rapid the acceleration the! 
more expensive it will be, but the Opposition’ 
Appears t9 think, with the majority of the 
xeneral public, that expense is a minor con- 
sideration as compared with the security it is 
desired to achieve. In this matter Pa 
polities must play an important part, for while| 
the Opposition is urging the Government to} 
greater effort, it has the satisfaction of know. 
Ing that when the bill has to be paid—and| 
paying is so unpopular—it will be able to turn| 
fo the people and point out after all that i 
was hot in power when these huge sums were! 
being spent. It is an unhappy position for: 
the Government to be in. The changes give’ 
it practically a Conservative complexion, and] 
that fact will not be lost sight of when the| 
next general election has to be fought. 



















































TRADE DISARMAMENT

suggested in a Havas report 
shed in yesterday's issue, the Anglo- 
‘American negotiations have arrived at such| 
‘a state that a Trade Pact will be reached in| 
June, a very difficult matter will have been 
dealt with with a rapidity indicative of the| 
‘goodwill which exists between the two natiens. 
‘There were naturally a large number of}

It is not known” at present 
what form those solutions take, or on what | 
terms it has been possible to come so close 
to an early agreement, but the fact that this 
is the case is another striking indication that. 
given goodwill and determination, even 50| 
thorny a subject as that now under discus- 
sion can be dealt with to the satisfaction of] 
both parties. M. Paul van Zeeland in his! 
report on world conditions, written as a re~ 
sult of investigations undertaken at the in- 
vitation of the British Government insisted | 
upon the economic factors which are a contri- 
butory cause of much of the world’s unrest at 
the present moment, It is generally realized 
that, no matter What political reason _may| 
be given for the rupture of peace, economics| 
are at the root of much international jeal-| 
‘ousy. That has been emphasized by’ the| 
tariff structures with which most nations 
have surrounded themselves, and the con-| 
‘sequent nationalization of trade, which ought] 
in the interests of humanity ' {0 be inter~ 
national in all its aspects. ‘The partial re- 
moval of tariff barriers between Great Bri- 
tain and the United States will form an 
excellent precedent for suggesting that other| 
nations should also seek to solve this world- 
wide problem along similar lines. 

That is the reason why Mr. Cordell Hull 
Js expected to propose the calling of a 
‘world conference on the subject directly the] 
Anglo-American Trade Pact has been com- 
pleted. Beyond the purely economic aspect 
‘of a Trade Agreement there is a wider bear= 
ing to which Mr. Cordell Hull and the 
United States Government attach an im= 
portance at least equal {o its commercial 
purpose. Indeed, it would be hardly too 
much to say that the motive which _has| 
animated the American Secretary of State] 
in all his commereial agreements, and 
which is especially visible in his attitude to} 
the present negotiations, is his belief that 
“trade disarmament,” as it has been called, 
will lead to political appeasement, and that 
association in economic affairs with other] 
democracies will not only strengthen the in-| 
uence of the democracies themselves in the 
present world crisis, but will particularly 
enable the public of ‘the United States to sec| 
that, something more than economic co- 
operation is required. In some of the ap- 
proaches to the present trade negotiations on 
both sides of the Atlantic somewhat exces- 
sive emphasis has been laid upon this aspect 
of the question, Lut the picture of the whole| 
matter as seen in America would be in- 
complete without special reference to the 
Importance of this motive in the mind of the 
United States Government. 

It is apparent that much spadework will 
have to be done before the various nations 
‘of the world ean be brought together to] 
discuss the matter, for while the general 
ines of the problem involved apply almost 
universally the countries most closely in- 
volved have their own individual methods 
of regarding them. Thus states which are 
fat the moment bent on making themselves| 
self-sufficient in the event of war are in- 
venting all manner of makeshifts which by 
their establishment make the nation’s im- 
mediate concern in foreign trade rather less] 
than it naturally would be. Military dictates 
in matters such as these are apt to ignore 
economic values and to regard foreign trade

AN ARTISTIC FLURRY 
May 20. 

‘There is a beautiful hate going on in Great 
Britain which may rend the British artistic 
‘world in twain, and for the moment it is 
pleasing to turn from the slaughter and 
horror of the strugile in China to the rather 
amusing dispute concerning the _ Roy: 
Academy. Mr. Augustus John, the famous 
artist has resigned, and the magic letters R.A. 
no longer follow his name, This is How it ame 
about, Mr. Wyndham Lewis, an artist of 
very considerable note, painted a portrait of 
Mr. T. S. Eliot, the well-known poet. He 
sent it in to the Royal Academy this year and 
the hanging committee rejected it. Printed 
reproductions probably do not do the work 
adequate justice, but the poct is depicted 
slouching in a chair, with heavy shadows 
under his eyes and his hands crossed sug- 
gesting a slomach-ache. On the evidence of 
the reproductions first sympathies would go 
with the hanging committee, but Pierre 
Jeannerat a well-known art critic says “the 
‘Graughtsmanship and the design are masterly; 
the head, powerfully reflective—deep brown 
eyes looking as though outwards to vast 
distances—reminds one of the powerful 

isages painted at Alexandria during Roman 
times and the pride of numerous museums.” 
Mx. Wyndham Lawis; bimaaif, is described ss 
of undeniable talent,’a distinguished thinker, 
who has delved deeply into the laws of paint- 
ing. And despite all this the Royal Academy 
had the hardihood to reject his work, It 
thereby received a lot of free publicity and 
is being shown elsewhere in London, And so 
following the resignations of protest years ago 
of Mr, Stanley Spencer, and, later, Mr, Richard 
Sickert, Augustus John has thrown his hand 
in and'in the words of Mr. A, J. Munnings, 
who paints horses so wonderfully well, and 
himself an academician, “This is the worst 
blow the Academy has ever had.” Mr. John 
felt, in adopting the course he did, that he 
would be doing justice to himself, for he 
would no longer feel in a false position as a 
member of an institution with whose policy 
he was in constant disagreement, 

‘A fine flurry of excitement has been caused; 
British artists with heavily charged brushes 
are mobilized for and against the Academy, 
and a heavy engagement is expected almost 
‘at any moment, Paul Jeannerat likens the 
‘Academy to the French institution, the 
Académie des Beaux-Arts, concerning which 
hhe says there was a time when it strutted 
about like a peacock and sent out its harsh 
cry of censure whenever a boldly independent 
artist approached. Sure of their power the 
Académiciens repulsed such artists as 
Courbet, Manet, Monet Renoir and Cézanne. 
Suddenly, the French public awoke to find 
that the greatest glory of French art lay out- 
side the official salons, and today the 
‘Académie is a sorry fowl which has lost most 
of its glorious feathers, and only retains its 
unpleasant voice to which scarcely anyone 
nowadays listens, Now the’ Royal Academy 
was founded for the purpose of furthering 
British art, but even in its early days was 
subject to exactly the same attack as is now 
being made upon it, for Benjamin Haydon 
a noted painter and autoblographer, declared 
it to be “an association of vanity, monopoly, 
intrigue, and envy." And what had happened 
to Haydon? His first work had been accepted 
by the Academy in 1807, Two years later he 
submitted his well-known picture “Dentatus" 
which though it brought him fame also 
Drought him into conflict with the Academy, 
whose committee hung it in a small side room 
instead of in the great hall. Hence the 
bitterness of his remarks and the lifelong 
controversy he had with those who had not 
sufficiently appreciated his work, It is alleged 
‘against the Royal Academy that it refuses to 
march with the time, sticks closely to the 
tradition of old, and ‘fails to give adequate 
encouragement to those artists of younger 
schools who are for ever seeking to give their 
art nely forms and meanings. It is more 
concerned, it is claimed, with mere pietoriat 
reproduction than with’ that type of inter- 

retive work which esoteries claim to be 
replete with hidden meaning, so often not t0 
be perecived save by the ordinary person. 

Now artists are queer cattle, ‘They are 
always convinced that they have a. real 
mission in life unlike the “lesser folk without 
the law." ‘They are quick to take umbrage 
fat any fancied slight, and not even the ex 
cathedra pontifications of the Selection Com~ 
mittee of the Royal Academy ean daunt them. 
‘Obviously that must be, for when that institu- 
tion is dominated by a coterie of old fossils, 
who, according to the young idea, just about 
‘one end of the paint brush from the 
other, how can it expect that proper respect 
which real artists always render one another. 
Actually the trouble is that in matters of 
artistic advancement the Academy is making 
haste far too slowly, and in doing so is re- 
1g the younger artists the recognition of 
‘efforts which the latter claim is their

possible to understand that, when Mr. Hirota 
states that it is the fundamental policy of the 
Japanese Government to continue the policy 
of the Open Door in the occupied territory in 
China, he believes what he says. At least it 
fs to be hoped that he does, If that is indeed 
the case then he must be grievously misin- 
formed as to what is actually happening in 
north China even now, where, by the con-| 
trivance of monopolistic enterprises, foreign| 
traders are not only being placed at a definite| 
disadvantage, but are actually being squeezed 
out, A notable example is the question of the | 
wool trade to which this journal has already 
had occasion to refer. ‘There Is no possibility 
of doubting what Mr. Hirota means on the 
subject. He is perfectly explicit when he 
says “Other Powers will continue to enjoy an| 
equal right to trade in and develop the 
‘natural resources of the occupied territory, for! 
‘the economic development of which the invest 
ment of foreign capital, is very desirable.” 
Cynics will naturally point to the forogoing| 
a8 indicating the nature of the Open Door 
policy, an opening for the entrance of for- 
eign capital to develop the territory in the 
interests of Japan, the supplying of money 
for the grandiose schemes out of which Japan 
hopes to gain: a profit on the very heavy| 
investment she is making herself in China in| 
the shape of these hostilities. 


‘Mr, Hirota excuses the discrimination in| 
favour of Japanese Imports into north China, 
under the revised tariff enforced on January) 
22 of this year, as an emergency measure, 
adopted for the purpose of the reliet and 
reconstruction of devastated areas, and an in~ 
dispensable and unavoidable one on the part 
fof the Provisional Government. It is a very 
‘weale excuse, for he suggests that the only 
Hoods suitable for the rehabilitation of that 
firea are of Japanese manufacture, and the 
Japanese alone are capable of contributing to 
the reconstruction of the devastated areas. If 
that. were indeed true, and it is not to be 
admitted for one moment, then there would] 
bbe every reason to accept the statement as it 
stands, but it will require very much more 
than mere assurances of this nature to con~ 
vinee the neutral observer that the revised 








tariff, which, even if it were the creajion of 


the new government, had been brought into 
existence as the result of Japanese advice, 
‘was not exprestly designed to give to Japanese 
importers in the north an advantage over the 
traders of other nationalities. If that is not 
discrimination, it is difficult to conceive what 
is. There is also the hoary old assurancé that 
Japan will continue to protect third Power’ 
‘commercial interests in this country. 
Residents in Shanghai are faced with daily 
proof of the manner in which that promise, 
made so often since the commencement of 
hostilities, has been and is being fulfilled. It 
may readily be admitted that, but for the

‘Much has been said of the relations between, 
foreigners and Japanese in Shanghai that the 
interview with Mr. Hirota affords an op- 
portunity to say what follows. Foreign senti- 
ment is not so anti-Japanese as some people 
seem to think. There is disapproval of the 
policy followed by Japan in China and a great 
deal of criticism (o be heard of recent develop- 
‘ments: there is definitely nothing in the shape 
of hatred which would make conditions here 
unbearable. But a large number of for- 
ecigners have seen their businesses damaged 
by the outbreak of the hostilities, and the 
chances of their rehabilitation daily lessened 
by the delay in permitting Shanghai to get 
back to work. ‘These are matters which 
affect their personal fortunes, and it is but 
natural that resentment should be left owing 
to the conviction formed by all that hos 
happened that, no matter what Mr. Hirota 
may say, there are Japanese authorities who| 
are deliberately frustrating the declared policy 
of the Japanese Government. That is a 
matter which closely concerns Tokyo, but no 
ess closely affects foreign outlook upon 
developments in this country, and: any in 
dication that the declared policy of the 
‘Japanese Government was being implemented 
would do more to restore neutral confidence 
than is, perhaps, at the moment. believed 
amongst the Japanese themselves. Mr. Hirota 
provides an instance of what could be done 
speedily in this direction, He is reported to, 
have expressed the hope that Japanese im- 
ports into China would shortly pay the normal 
Customs dues. The day when this happens 
will see the commencement of the reorienta- 
tion of foreign ideas on Japanese methods 
which prevail at the moment. ‘The very real 
fact that Japanese importers in this country 
were again paying the same customs dues as 
other foreigners would do much to allay 
present discontent and anxiety. It is not 
‘unreasonable to suggest that if foreign opinion 
is unfavourable to Japan it is Japan's own 
fault. ‘The remedy is in her own hands, and, 
if she fails to apply it, she has only herself to 
blame for the sentiment which must neces- 
sarily continue to be felt. 








DELICATE SITUATION 
May 23. 


The developments in the Czechaslovaic 
crisis towards the end of last week, and 
‘over the week-end, must of necessity’ give] 
rise to the gravest anxiety, though there is} 
still much ground for believing that even 
now Europe will not be plunged into war. 
A great deal depends upon the attitude of} 
Dr. Benes, the Czechoslovakian President, 
He and his government have been under! 
considerable pressure from Great Britain 
and France which have endeavoured to 
persuade ‘him to. go the full distance in 
meeting Herr Henlein’s demands, though 
whether he will be able with justice to the 
rest of the country to grant everything which 
the Sudeten Germans require is something 
Which remains to be seen. But briefly, Herr 
Henlein who represents a third of the whole 
population of the country, demands that the 
whole foreign policy of the government shall 
be changed, i.c,, that the understandings with 
France and Sovict Russia shall be aban~ 
doned, and that the German minority shall 
bbe granted full autonomy, while there are 
‘other demands for equality between Germans; 
and Czechs which could and should be met. 
With regard to the first two, however, there 
are several important considerations to be 
borne in mind. That a German minority 
should seek to contro! the foreign policy of 
the nations is something which the Czechs 
will be reluctant to accept, for it would 
represent the complete surrender of the 
function of government, which, after all is 
the privilege of the majority, even, it is to 
be assumed, in authoritarian states, to a 
minority which would completely reorient it. 
‘Then again there are manifest objections to| 
the grant of full autonomy to the Sudeten 
Germans. ‘Their home for the fost part is 
the frontier adjacent to Germany, and to 
grant them thelr desires would be to place 
the natural defences of Czechoslovakia into’ 
what might prove to be hostile hands in the 
event of warfare with Germany. Under this 
heading the demands, if met, would result 
in the militarily weakening of Czecho- 
slovakia’s relative strong position. 

Dr. Benes in a broadcast from Tabor in 
South Bohemia, on Saturday announced that| 
the Czech Government was preparing legisla- 
tion which will confirm the equal rights of 
all citizens and of all. nationalities within 
the state, and they would be ensured an 
economic and cultural situation in accord- 
‘ance with their number, thelr strength and) 
their position. ‘They, would be allowed to 
retain their national character and to con-| 
sider themselves as equals amongst equals. 
‘The President emphasized that the scheme: 
for the settlement of the minorities question, 
and the Czech understanding with Franee, 
and through that country with Great Britain, 
should be considered as a contribution to] 
European peace. That seems to be just about 
as far as the Czech Government can go 
‘without loss of authority and dignity, for to! 
go further would amount to consenting to) 
allow the minority tail to wag the majority’ 
dog. Whether full autonomy is granted to’ 
the Sudeten Germans or not, it would seem’ 








that the position of Czechoslovakia vis @ vis 
of Germany must always remain somewhat] 
weak. The grant of autonomy might very] 
well mean that at some future date the 
Sudeten Germans would decide to enter the| 
German Reich of their own volition, which 
‘would carry into Germany the present strong! 
frontiers. On the other hand the mainten- 
‘ance of those frontiers through an area of! 
hostile Germans would in itself present some- 
1g of a major problem in the event of| 
war. For that reason the natural strength 
of the heavily fortified boundary between 
Czechoslovakia and Germany has about it} 
considerable elements of weakness, though 
their complete passage to Germany by eithe:’ 
of thé means suggested above" would render’ 
the defence of the remainder of the country’ 
one of no little dificulty. Thus for military. 
as well as political reasons, despite the ob- 

es. which are apparent Czechoslovakia’ 
will apparently persist in its refusal to grant 
the complete autonomy which. Herr Henlein 
demands. 


It may be possible to arrange some sort of 
settlement of the present dispute which may 
overt immediate war, but taking the long 
view, inclusion of the Sudeten Germans 
within the German Reich must be looked 
Upon only as a matter of time. ‘The grant- 
ing of autonomy might make it a matter of 
only a few weeks. Refusal might lead to 
war either immediately or whenever Herr 
Hitler considers himself ready for it. It is 
‘open to considerable doubt whether Germany 
is in a position at the moment to embark’ 
upon @ policy of hostilities. ‘The idea that’ 
political aims are to be obtained in the future| 
by a short, sharp perlad of fighting does not 
receive much corroboration from what is 
happening in Spain and China, and the 
statesmen of Europe have to face the fact) 
that once war has broken out there is no) 
means of telling when it will come to an 
end. For that reason it may be expected 
that even at this late hour a compromise 
between the policies of Herr Henlein and 
President Benes may be effected, but it will 
not be achieved by the abject surrender 
which Herr Henlein apparently demands. 
That President Benes should go as far ax 
he reasonably can in an endeavour to reach a 
settlement has been the advice given to] 
him by both Great Britain and France, It 

good advice the value of which 
Soult’be renlioed by Hore Hentein,” end 
Herr Hitler, who is undoubtedly behind 
him and "the real strength of his 
position. ‘There are indications that the 
Czechs are preparing to defend themselves 
in the event of German military assistance 
being given to the Sudeten Germans, while 
the reports of the movement of troops in 
Germany, probably quite as untrue as official 
German ’ statements dub them to be, only 
serve to show the unstable position in’ Cen- 
tral Europe and the possibility that some 
minor development may precipitate a crisis 
of which war may be the only solvent, It 
is a serious position, but given good faith on 
both sides there is mo real reason why even

EMPIRE DAY 
May 24. 


There is a unique quality about today's 
celebration of Empire Day, the day of the 
Great Queen's birth, now taken as an occasion 
for remembering the fact that during her 
reign the majestic concept of Empire came 
into being. ‘The uniqueness is due to the 
conditions under which it is being observed, 
for, with the world in the state it is now, the 
idea of cohesion, which it is imperative should. 
prevail amongst British people all over the 
world, needs ‘every possible emphasis. The 
Empire faces what is still a grave crisis: there| 
is the danger that before this day comes round. 
again all those qualities which go to form the| 
British character may be called upon to meet 
exigences the prospect of which all thoughtful 
‘men must regard with anxiety. But Britain, 
the heart of the Empire, is better fitted to 
play the great role which is preeminently 
hers owing to the developments which have| 
taken place during the last few years, and 











on this day the celebrations may be observed 
with the knowledge that recent events in| 
Europe have proved conclusively that Great 
Britain has again become authoritatively. 
articulate, that the tendency on the part of 
‘some nations to disregard her is passing, and 
that her word again commences to carry great 
weight in the chancelleries of Europe. ‘The 
influence which Mr, Chamberlain has been 
able to wield during these past few anxious 
weeks has proved a great factor contributing 
towards this end. A year ago the general| 
situation in Europe was not good. Since then 
the foreign policy which the Prime Minister 
has adopted has resulted in a better un- 
derstanding with Italy, and the opening of] 
a possible avenue towards even better rela- 
tionship. On the other hand the manner in. 
which Great Britain has intervened in the 
Czechoslovakian crisis has given ample de- 
monstration of the authority with which 
Great Britain now speaks, and though much 
may have happened before these lines appear| 
in print, it is clear that the British Govern- 
ment has done a great dealsto prevent that 
deterioration of the situation which must 
have inevitably led to war. 
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It would be premature to suggest that all 
possibility of war over the Czechoslovakian 
erlsis has disappeared. That is not contended 
for one moment, but with the rearmament of 
Great Britain she is again playing her afore- 
time role in European affairs, and working 
for that peace without which European 
civilization must collapse. Mr. Chamberlain 
may not have taken all the advice contained 
in these lines of Shakespeare:— 
Be stirring as the time; be fire with fire: 
‘Threaten the threatener, and outface the 
brow of bragging horror 
but he has brought a degree of firmness in 
the handling of British foreign policy which to 
a great extent restores British self-respect, 
It is only a firm, decisive British Government 
that can contribute most to the peace of 
Europe, for only thus can its influence be 
exercised, These are indeed days in which a 
Briton may be proud, for no matter what the 
ultimate developments in Europe, may be, 
there has been a demonstration that the 
Empire is being as great in act as it is in 
‘thought, ‘Turning the eyes'from the past and 
present, what of the future? Fortunately, or 
‘unfortunately that is hidden, but it is possible 
to believe that there is about the British 
character, despite those that would decry it, 
those same qualities which made the Empire 
what it is, that determination to uphold the 
greatness of the imperial idea, to insist upon 
the protection of all those liberties for which 
the Briton fought through long centuries, to 
ensure that at least within its own borders 
that concept of justice 90 dear to the Briton 
shall continue to prevail, and that the 
democratic ideals to which he so firmly clings 
shall be denied neither to him nor_ his 
posterity. ‘Those who profess to see deterlora~ 
tion in the British character delude them- 
selves. ‘There is none, and that race, which 
has withstood great trials in the past with 
that national fortitude so plainly indicated in 
Its history, may be expected to meet whatever 
demands the future may make upon it, 


It is as well that these things should be 
remembered. This great imperial democracy, 
this commonwealth of nations bound with 
ties of blood, loyalty to a great ideal, 
and finally bonds of mutual interest, may 
seem loosely knit together. It is in that very 
looseness that so much of the Empire's 
fexibility is to be found, so much of its 
resilience. At its head stands the Royal 
family whose devotion to duty and the ideals 
of the people over whom King George VI has 
come to reign has earned for them not only 
the loyalty demanded of a British subject but 
an enduring personal affection. Fortunately 
the idea of the “lesser breeds without the 
law" is being dissipated, ‘There is in the place 
of those jingo sentiments, a finer conception 
of imperial loyalty, far removed from empty 
bravado, but inspired by that quiet confidence 
and determination which makes the British 
character what it is, ‘and something at all 
times to be reckoned with, ‘The British 
Empire stands for peace, international 
morality, and good government. Other nations 
will claim the same thing, but their method 
of approach in such matters does not always 
commend itself to the British genius, ‘That 
need not necessarily mean that they are not 
right from their point of view, or that the 
forms of government they choose is not best 
suited to their national characteristics, ‘That, 
however, is no concern of the British, who 
believe that peoples obtain the government 
they deserve, and have no desire to force their 
‘own forms down others’ throats. In this con- 
nection the very fine words at the end 
of Viscount Bledistoe's Empire message might 
with advantage be reproduced here:— 
As President of the Empire Day Movement 
1 send you all hearty greetings. "1 feel con- 
dent that our Empire is the chiet bulwark 
of peace, freedom and good government in the 
world and earnestly hope that whatever be 
our station in life, our race or our occupation, 
‘we may, by God's help, following the example 
of our King and Queen, make the service of 
God and of our fellow ‘men the ideal of our 
ives. Also that by mutual helpfuine 
industry, integrity and the consciousness that 
we all belong to the same great human family 
of the British Commonwealth, we may 
maintain unabated its powerful influence in 
promoting the happiness, the peace and the 
progress of mankind, 
‘They form a prayer which should be in every 
British heart this day.

Japanese Control Hsuchow 


Chinese Retreating from City After Fierce Fight 
With Attacking Columns ; Parties Cut Railway 


‘Shanghai, May 20. 


T 10 o'clock yesterday morning, Japanese troops were in control 


of all parts of Hsuchow except the southern area. 


‘There, 


a strong Chinese unit was reported to be fighting a rear-guard 
action, to enable the main body of the garrison to withdraw from 


Hsuchow. 


The first quarter of the city to succumb to the Japanese 
attackers. was the western, whose defences were pierced by a 
Japanese column at 9.10 o'clock in the morning. 

Less than an hour later, the force had fought its way through 


to the heart of the city. 


Adding to the terror gripping the 
lily, Japanese naval aireratt, whose| 
strength was, put by a naval’ spokes- 
tan here at’several flights of more 
than twelve planes each”, severely| 
bombed Chinese troop concentrations 
in the south-eastern and eastern parts 
of Hsuchow at 10 o'clock in the 
morning. 

‘The Japanese broke through the 
city's outer defence rim at 8, o'clock’ 
in the morning. For two hours be- 
fore the attack on the western suburb | 
ws launched, Japanese field and 
mountain guns pounded | Chinese 
sandbag barricades, in an attempt to 
create a gop through which troops 
could pour into the city. 

When the vanguard of the Japan- 
ese force charged the Chinese defence 
works, it was met by a hail of hand- 
grenades and intensive rifle and 
machine-gun fire from the survivors 
of the bombardment.

Popular Lama Festivals 


Wily Monks Living on’ Roof of the World Use 
Novel Means to Extract Funds from Adherents

‘Tachienlu, Apr. 26. 
‘The inhabitants of Tachienla Iike 
the ‘Athenians of old spend much of 
their time either in hearing or telling 
about some new thing. A big lama 
comes to town and the populace 
flock to see him. An incarnation 
from a distant part of the Land of 
‘the Lamas arrives, and the people 
rush to see what he is like. A Nal- 
jor-ba takes” up his rpsidence in 
some eave above the town and 
‘Tachionlu will climb a steep _pre~ 
cipice to visit him, A hermit reaches 
the border from some lonely part 
of the Forbidden Land and the ro- 
Tigious element:Is soon on the march 
to make his acquaintance. Such is 
the religious life of Tachienlu dur- 
ing a good part of every years 
According to some, Lamaism as a 








religion, Is showing’ signs of de 
endence. “This may be true of some 
‘parts of Tibet, but as a general 





rule, it is not so on the Root of the 
World, The lamas and drabas have 
ways and- means of resuscitating 
their religion and one of them is to 
hold frequent religious festivals. 

Practlcally all the lamaseries in 
and round Tachienlu have been 
renovated, repainted and redecorated, 
and it is now given out that the 
dovil dances, in abeyance for some 
years, will be reorganized this year. 
‘These dances have not been held 
since 1082 owing largely to political 
and Communist trouble along the 
frontier. ‘The word has now gone 
forth that new dresses are being 
made. and when the dances begin 
this year everything will start with 
a big flourish, 


New Leases of Life 

‘The big three in Tachienlu, the 
Dorjedra, Lhamodze and the Amcho 
have somehow received new leases 
of life. They have whitewashed 
thelr buildings "and redecorated 
their temples and reorganized their 
services" and Lamaism ‘along the 
Border is now moving forward with 
a high step. With official recogn!- 
tion, financial assistance and populer 
acclamation the lamas and drabas 
‘are rising. to the occasion and re- 
waining something of lost foothold 
‘mong the Chinese and ‘Tibetans in 
this religious city. 

Something more than a new coat 
‘of paint,, however, is, necessary and 
this necessity is supplied in the form 
of an occasional devil dance or a 
Power Bestowal Festival. Last Sun- 
day the populace flocked to Dorjedra 
outside the south gate to receive 
or obtain power. ‘The different 
Tamaseries and the different sects 
iw Tachienlu. during different parts 
of the year hold this Power Bestowal 
Festival. But this year Lamaism 
has made one innovation and ac 
commodation, Sunday, being  pub- 
Hic holiday, has been ‘chosen as the 
day of the festival. Always a popu- 
lar festival, it has now become more 
so, and being held on a Sunday, a 
public holiday, the population moves 
foward the lamasery en masse. The 
Tamas along the frontier are. not 
only out for notoriety but popularity 
and they know how to get it. 





























Lamas Weather Wis 


‘They are very careful not to ine 
vite the inhabitants out to the 
Tamasery’ on a cold and stormy day: 
religious devotees might catch « a 
nasty cold and blame it on the 
temple, ‘The lamas very wisely wait 
until the spring days. begin, when 
the buds are just coming, out and 
the young leaves are on the trees. 
‘The populace has spent a long winter 
beside the fireplace, so when spring 
comes, the lamas and drabas initiate 
some ‘religious festival, inviting the 
inhabitants out of doors to the warm 
sunshine round the temples. 

On a fine day a lunchbasket is 
made up, including nice things for 
the lamas and drabas to eat ond 
drink. ‘The Tibetan Aja, the lady in 
charge of a large caravanserai has 
fa small boy resident in the lamasery.. 
‘The boy is under the care of a lama 
as his teacher. When the party 
arrives the lama has everything 
ready, including a good supply of 
ich yale butter tea, A visit is made 
to the important religious spots 
round the temple, then an adjourn- 
‘ment is made to the teacher's room 
where the lunch is nicely spread out, 
‘and a few friends in the lamasery are 
invited to join the lunch party. 

‘Air of Happiness 

Lamaism is surrounded with all 
the delicious atmosphere of a pienic 
party where everyone seems to' love 
his neighbour and appears happy for 
the time being. ‘The lama, like the 
chufchman of old, can teil all the 
points in a good horse and the dif- 
ference in the blends of wine. 





‘Such a day on the frontier was 
last Sunday—"wang-nong” means to 
bestow power; and “wang Zun” 
means to beseech power. Early in 
the morning the suppliants for power 
were wending their way towards 
Dorjedra. Servants. were carrying 
baskets filled with cakes, food and 
sweels: Tents had been erected 
round the lamasery giving the scene 
fan appearance of festivity.

says in effect, then certain other| 
things will follow. Good will eome| 
to those who do good and evil will 
ollow those who do evil. 

Tn the bestowal of power he stl- 
pulates certain things; one of which 
Is an adherence to religion, religion 
being Lamaism, The lama, no matter 
how rich he may be, always seems 
to be living on the dole: he always!

Doldrums 


By W. Lewisouy 


I passed through Manchoukuo this 
Mareh for the first time since 1931. 
It seemed to have lost much of the 
‘glamour and optimism of these earlier| 
days. For this, no doubt, the war 
in China is greatly responsible. 
Despite all the talle of vast construc- 
tion plans, the three eities of Mukden, 
Changchun and Harbin, .even now 
after seven years, give one the im- 
pression as of cities that are still only 
Jin the course of formation. 

‘But things are even worse than 
that: in many respects there is a 
distinct air of deterioration. Brand 
new houses, built in 1934, already look 
completely” dilapidated, as if they 
were at least 20 years oid; streets that 
were Inid out at that date are still 
unfinished. ‘Mukden quite particular~ 
ly is @ horrible mixture of the modern 
and the dilapidated. ‘The Japanese 
Seem to favour the method of letting 
the old fall to pieces and of building 
entirely new city areas somewhere | 
flse, But even thelr modern buildings 
are very Jerry-built. 

‘The new Government buildings at 
Changchun which received so much 
advertisment at the time, now, after 
four years or 0, all look as if they. 
were falling to’ pieces. ‘The only 
really good. building is the head- 
quarters of the Japanese Ambassador, 
Which Is also that of the Kuangtung 
‘Army, the Japanese army of occupa~ 
tion. 











‘Army in Country. 
‘That is perhaps symbolical. For of 
the Chinese, or I suppose I should say, 
‘Manchu government one notices noth- 
'No one ever mentions the 
He might be dead, for all 
that anybody sees of him or hears of| 
any activities of his, The pretence 
‘of Independence which was still being’ 
kept up so ardently in 1934 has now 
been dropped almost completely. In 
speaking about plans for the future 
development of Manchoukuo the 
Japanese no longer say the Man- 
ehoukuo government, but quite 
openly "we," intend to do this or that. 
‘The ‘Kuangtung Army runs Mane 
choukuo. And from what one heard, 
it would appear that it pays only & 
very casual lip service even to the| 
Government in Tokyo. 

‘Only quite recently it took away: 
the Anshan iron mines and other 
mining properties, to the nominal 
value” of ¥. 107,000,000, from the 
South “Manchurian Railway and 
handed them over to a new monopolist 
concern, a protegé of its own, the 
Munchoukuo Heavy Industries. ’ The 
Japanese have settied like a swarm of| 
iocusts on the country and are ex 
ploiting it to the full to their own 
sole advantage, by means of monopol- 
fes, discriminatory tariff and railway 
rates, and other pressures exerted on 
both ‘Chinese and foreign interests. 

‘Nevertheless it must be admitted 
that Manchoukuo is a rich country. 
It has enjoyed several years of good 
harvests, And the general opinion 
was that, if only the country were 
Toft to its own devices, and not 
harassed by impossible monopoli 
irritating trade regulations and im 
port and exchange restrictions, there 
Would be a tremendous growth in 
prosperity, offering a vast market for| 
the trade’ of all countries. Unfor- 
tunately for Manchoukuo, her fortunes| 
fare rigidly inked up with those of 
Japan, who has the war with China 
fon her hands which is proving such 
fa terrific strain on her resources. 

‘And. Manchoukuo is thus involved! 
in this strain which is. seriously 
hampering her own trade and causing 
widespread depression, Exchange and 
Import restrictions ‘of the most 
stringent kind are hurting all 
business, while, on the other hand, 
‘owing to her own restricted import 
‘of raw material even Japan herselt| 
is unable to supply Manchoukuo with 
manufactured goods of which the 
latter is in such urgent need. 


‘Much Capital Still Required 


Nor is Japan any longer in a posi- 
tion to supply her “ally with the 
vost emounts of capital still required 
for the proper economic development 
‘of the ‘country. ‘The Japanese are| 
therefore erying out loudly for for- 
‘eign capital for this purpose. It was 
fone of the first subjects touched on 
by. all Japanese whom T spoke to; 
‘and loud were they in their assurances| 
‘as to the safety and profit that such 
capital would find, if it were invested 
in Manchoukuo. Even Mr. Yoshino, 
the director of General Affairs, who 
‘was ood enough to give me an in- 
terview, expatiated at great length 
‘on how Manchoukuo would weleome 
foreign capital. No doubt, 

‘Yet strange to relate, at the same 
time, the Japanese authorities are 
doing everything they possibly can 
to frighten off foreign capital. The 
recent introduction of the mining 
‘monopoly makes it impossible for for- 
elgners to operate mines in Man. 
chouktio. Moreover, the treatment 
meted out to the foreign oil com- 
panies who were driven out by the 
Introduction of the oi monopoly—they

‘The principal questions and an-

Reply: “Whether the Nine-Powet 
‘Treaty will be denounced in the 
near future cannot be predicted at 
this time.

Bean Husks for Rayon 


‘Tokyo, May 17.- 

‘The Manchurian Bean-husk Pulp 
‘Company has been formed by Japan- 
ese interests, capitalized at ¥.10,000,000, 
fof which 20 per cent. will be furn- 
ished jointly by the ‘Manchoukuo 
Government, the South Manchurian 
Railway and the semi-oficial Man- 
churian Industrial Company, ten per 
ent. by Swedish interests, and the 
balance by Japanese rayon manu~ 
facturers. . 

‘The concern plans to establish an 
up-to-date factory at Keiyuan, the 
{great centre of the soya-bean trade in

‘Commencing with a production of 
20000 tons of pulp from 60,000 tons 

f bean-husks, the company hopes to 
attain an output of 200,000 tons of 
pulp annually. For this purpose it 
will need only 10 per cent, of the 
raw material available in Manchuria 
‘which is estimated to total 6,000,000 
tong a year, most of which is at 
present used by the farmers as fuel. 


Superior to’ Wood Pulp 

‘Compared with pulp produced from 
wood, pulp produced from bean- 
husks, it is declared, has a quality 
molt resembling that of cotton and 
Wool ‘in. its Abrous construction. 
While fibres of wood are smooth and 
slippery, flbres of bean-husk pulp are 
rough and keep heat better than 
wooden pulp. “Finer structure of 
Are, better elasticity. (about twice 
‘as elastic as wooden bres) and low 
ost of production are the other fea- 
tures of bean-husk pulp. 

Staple Fibre Output Lead 

Japan this year is expected to be 
the world's largest producer of staple 
fibre, reports the “Industrial Daily

Sound of Gunfire 


Shanghai, May 22. 

For the larger part of yesterday, 
the sound of heavy gunfire not far 
from Shanghal was clearly audible

line between Minghong and Sung- 
kkiang, where, in fact, Chinese guerillas 
hhave been active of iate, One foreign 
feport, however, suggested the fring 
‘might have been near Tazang. Japan 
‘ese. offielalcireles yesterday. evening 
‘were unable to account for it, but 
‘Suggested “It may have been target 
practice.” 

Residents of. Hongkew and 
‘Yangtszepoo districts also reported 
having clearly heard the sound of 
intensive anti-aircraft fire near Woo- 
sung, apparently emanating from 
Japanese warships, in the very early 
hhours of the morning, The Japanese 
naval spokesman was also unable to 
‘account for this.

IN’ THE RUSSIAN COLONY 


Br “Stnox" 


Shanghal, May 23. 

‘The Russian community evinced 
considerable interest over a letter 
from Mr, F. S. Mansvetov, former 
Chairman of the Vladivostok’ Govern- 
ment and for the past 15 years resid- 
ing in New York where he carries 
fon work for safeguarding Russian 
youth from de-nationalization, Russian 
eolonies in the United States have 
come to the conclusion that only the 
Russian school and the Russian 
‘theatre can effectively help conserve 
Russian youth for Russia. It is often 
outside the powers of the family to 
combat de-nationalization, especially 
jn Amerien where children quickly 
‘become virtual Americans. — Only 
the theatre in all its forms—the 
Drama, the Opera, Chorus-Singing— 
can be of aid in. keoping alive 
“Russianism;” only the theatre can 
make them fond of the Russian 
Tongtiage and breed in them love of 
Russian eulture and the past of their 
country. For every child is a born 
factor, singer or dancer, ‘That tittle 
Song learned in school, that little 
secne acted ina theatrical circle— 
these things take possession of a 
youngster’s whole being and awaken 
in him an artistical taste which he 
fetains all his life. 

It Is a pity, however, that—as in 
other aspeets of life in ‘emigration— 
‘2 persistent overlapping is evidenced 
in work done among youth. ‘There 
fare too many organizations, too many 
‘of Which ate completely ‘or almost 
completely identical; and existing 
Between most of them is a spirit of 
‘unhealthy competition. Let us take, 
for instance, the Scout movement, 
‘There are the Russian Scouts. | But 
there are also the "Razvedchiki,” the 
“vitinal” and others although all 
these organizations work among 
Russion youth in emigration, Eagh 
‘nas Its badges, shirts, ribbons, systems 
‘and even mottos, although it. is 
often very dimeult to settle in what 
Fespect one association differs from 
another. ‘The results are disunion 
‘and Individual isolation, which with 
the far from unlimited material 
‘means af emigration serves only to 
impede matters. Were the move- 
mont for fighting de-nationatization 
united, much could be accomplished. 


Divided Families 

‘This de-nationalization of Russian 
youth proceeds on a gigantic scale, 
land the further it goes, the stronger 
it becomes, ‘There are often families 
Where parents speak to their children 
jn. Russian. and are answered in 
English or French, and often a father 
‘find himself unable to converse with 
his ten-year-old son who has for one 
year been a boarder in a foreign 
School and whose stock of Russian 
words is limited in the extreme. 
Investigations in France and America 
show that the better Russians are in 
fa material way, the firmer they have 
planted themselves and the better 
they have succeeded in entering the 
life of the local communities, the less 
anxiely they reveal over the de- 
nationalization of their children. 
‘The Invocation of separate partics— 
mostly Russian priests—is_a voice 
crying in the wilderness. Everyone 
listens to them, no-one argues with 
them and everyone agreos with them, 
‘and then proceeds to do what the 
realities of the situation demand, that 
is, do nothing, but give way to the 
natural course of events. 

‘A study of tho problem in France, 
where 400,000 Russians are living, 
reveals that out of the 26 young men 
between the ages df 18 and 23 who 
were quostioned, only three read 
Russian newspapers regularly; while 
the rest—even those with a perfect 
Knowledge of thelr language—hardly 
ever touieh Russian newspapers and 
‘books and iiean their information on 
Russla—if that country interests them 
at all—from the French press. In 
Shanghal the situation is different. 
Here de-nationalization has not yet 
‘sunk its roots so deeply. Here there 
is the Russian ‘Theatre, the Opera, 
‘and Russian Clubs where lectures on 
Russian history and ture are 
often held. And, generally speaking, 
in spite of the de-nationalization of 
Russian youth in Europe and 
‘America, even there one often meets 
completely Russian children and 
youths well acquainted with the eul- 
ture, history and literature of their 
eountry and the present life there. 
‘Their ‘education in this field, how- 
over, was given them not by their 
schools but by thelr families—lonely 
Russian families struggling with need, 
who under great diMeulties give 
thelr children a foreign education 
and themselves teach them to love 
‘thelr country, their peaple and their 
culture. For where a family was 
‘willing and able to counteract the 
stormy effect on the child exercised 
by foreign schools, friends, films and 
books and the surrounding life in 
general by someting specifically 
Russian, where families succeeded in 




















Russian something do not seem to 
the children poorer or weaker than 
the forelgn life around them—in such 
eases happy results" inevitably 
‘eventuated. Summer camps aid 
‘greatly in this respect, but this year, 
unfortunately, Russian children in 
Shanghai will in all probability be 
unable to make use of the summer 
for a trip to the sea or the moun- 
tains, 


Russian Theatre in New York 


In his letter, Mr. Mansvetov relates 
that a group’ of Russians in New 
York have, for the last three years, 
been carrying on preparatory work | 


theatre in America. At present this 
theatre is touring states containing 
Russian colonies, such as Detroit. AIL 
box-office receipts go towards the 
covering of expenses and actors' 
salaries. In addition to younger 
members, many old actors like former 
Artistes of the Moscow Art Theatre 
V. L, Zolitsky and M. A. Razumov 
have joined this group. Only the 
experienced actors and actresses 
‘accompany the theatre on its tours, 
as in every city there are amateurs 
‘with whose help plays are produced 
according to the rules of Russian 
stagecraft. At the same time, cul- 
‘tural and scholastic enlightenment 1s 
deing pursued. ‘The last three years 
have given birth in many patts of 
the United States not only to 
amateur actors and actresses but even 
to producers, If it is true that the 
theatre is a powerful agent against 
desnationalization, then Shanghai 
‘must be acknowledged especially 
fortunate. As Feodor Chaliapin re- 
marked two years ago, Shanghai is 
the only city outside of Russia where 
the Russian Operetta still ives. 
Neither in Paris nor in Riga does it 
‘exist any longer. 

‘A requiem service on the occasion 
of the first anniversary of the death 
of Gen, D. L. Horvath was conducted 
in the “Russian Cathedral last week. 
Gen, Horvath was, prior to his death, 
the ‘head of Russian emigration in 
the Far East, and before that the 
chief construcior—and for many years 
the manager—of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway. “The solemn service was 
conducted by Bishop Juvenalius and 
the clergy, with the choir of the 
Bishop's Church participating. Many 
wore present at this occasion, headed 
by Commander N. G. Fomin of the 
National Committee. As it is known, 
the late Gon. Horvath enjoyed un- 
usual popularity in all circles of 
Russian emigration, 


Help for Unemployed

Delousing operations 
huve been undertaken by this De- 
partment with a certain measure of 
Success, asd in some instances with 
gratifying results, It should, how- 
ever, be pointed out, that operations| 
of this sort are more easily carried 
‘out when it is possible to provide 
lean clothing "and remove the 
Inhabitants from infested areas, On 


the whole, the disease, though 
epidemic, has been kept under 
reasonable control. 

Cerebrospinal Meningitis is also 


epidemic and in view of the fact’ 
that it is favoured by overcrowding, 
itis considered that only the advent 
of the sumnier will afford any relief 
of this incidence, 

‘The repidly approaching sum- 
mer is bringing into prominence 
the  insanitary conditions existing 
throughout the area and steps are 
being taken so far as is feasible to 
‘control and, if possible, remove this: 
danger to health, 

‘The rapid growth of | squatter 
huts ‘will unquestionably add to the 
menace of the hot weather and plans 
for dealing with these places are in 
hand, but it is clear that where a 
large population is without housing, 
drastic steps in regard to abolition| 
fof huts are not only futile, but im- 
possible. No complete remedy of| 
the present conditions can be hoped 
for until the return of more settled 
‘conditions, but palliative steps are 
in progress. 

Burial of corpses, and disposal by 
other means, is being dealt with 
reasonably satisfactorily. 

Cremations during the month 
totalled 8,909, the total number’ 
since the mater was taken in hand, 
being 29,408, In addition a total of 
1787, were ‘removed from within 
Settlement limits and were buried in 
the country, far from human habita- 
tion, These coffing were of the 
strong, well-protected type. 

‘An additional mode of removal 
that has mot with some success has 
been the despatch to country areas 

by boats, ” passes 
having been obtained by this D 
partment from the Japanese authori 
ties. 

‘An aspect of this problem which 
hat been given some prominence is 
the storing of hermetically sealed 
coffins. This problem is caused by 
{ronsportation ‘difficulties, and whilst 
Unquestionably certain unsatisfactory 
conditions arise, these do not, in the 
opinion of the Health Department, 
Felate to public health since such 
Storage has been practiced within 
the ‘Settlement from the earliest 
times, without causing disease, and 
It is aimeult to’ see how disease can 
be caused by properly managed 
storage.

Support for Vietim’s Account 


‘To the Baitor of the 
“Nonrn-Cimwa Dany News" 


Sin—I think it is essential for all 
who ‘are interested in Mr. E, S, 
Wilkinson's arrest by the Japanese, 
‘and I cannot conceive of any for- 
eigner who is not, to understand the 
topography ‘of the land between 
Great Western Road and Hungjao 
Road along the line of Keswick Road. 
Proceeding south from Great Western 
Road, Keswick Road runs adjacent to 
‘the ‘railway with the depth of the 
British barbed wire, made double! 
‘apron design, alone separating them 
until opposite the end of Amherst 
Avenue, from where Keswick Road 
‘and the wire both deviate from the 
railway by bearing slightly East. This 
deviation continues up to the Ivy 
Dairy when the road and wire turn 
‘buck slightly to the west and take up 
‘a course parallel to the railway and 
‘approximately three hundred yards 
from it, continuing so until the Brit 
ish post "Q” ig reached. At this point 
the wire crosses Keswick Road by a 
full left hand turn only to make an 
immediate right hand turn ‘and 
thereby continue south, but on the| 
‘east side of the road. ‘This continues 
for a further 450 yards when the 
wire turns sharply left, to follow a 
straight easterly course’on the north 
side of a wide creek until it reaches 
Rockhill Avenue, From this left-hand 
‘turn of the wire there is still a fur~ 
ther 600 yards before Hungjao Road 
is reached, It should now be noted 
‘that south of the British post “Q” 
‘there is no wire belonging to any 
authority between the western foot- 
path of Keswick Road and the rail- 
way. Certainly there is no Japanese 
wire, and there is no signpost or 
other indication in any language 
south of the above post, to warn 
riders or pedestrians they should not 
approach the railway. Further, their 
is no legal right vested in any one 
nation to prevent nationals of any 
other nation from walking on the 
unwired land between Keswick Road 
and the railway, 

It is now necessary to refer to the 
comments made by the Japanese Em- 
assy spokesman at the Press con- 
ference on Friday evening last week. 
He asserted Mr. Wilkinson had enter- 
‘ed the Hungjao area via a forbidden 
route, ke, “over barbed wire.” Sir, 
‘that assertion proves the spokesman 
either did not know what he was 
talking about or he was wilfully at 
tempting to deceive the press repre- 

ntatives present, Mr. Wilkinson 
sald he hod parked’ his car at the 

intersection of Great, Western and 
Keswick Roads and “walking down 
Keswick road I stepped aside on the 
railway side where there is no barbed 
wire” That point could only’ ‘have 
been south of "Q” post because there 
‘can be no doubt Mr. Wilkinson would 
never have attempted to climb over 
or under the double apron barbed 
wire north of the post when he 
could so easly walle through the bar- 
rier at the post. Further, the British 
entries at the post would never have 
allowed him to, but they can be call- 
ed to verify this point. ‘The spokes- 
man thon made another assertion to 
the effect that "Mr. Wilkinson had 
crossed British Military barbed wire 
south of Great Western road, which 
was suMfcient to make the Japanese 
sentries view him with suspicion,” 
An assertion as wide in character be- 
cause it was s0 unspecific as it was 
wild in conception. Tt has to be 
presumed the spokesman did not 
mean Mr, Wilkinson had been seen 
walling through the wire barrier at 
“Q" post, because such an act could 
aot create suspicion in any one's 
mind, However let it be thoroughly 
- well” understood that it was the 
Japanese sentries at the Hunglao 
Road crossing who were involved in 
the incident, so the point at once 
arises as to what British wire is in 
‘thelr view. As anyone who has ob- 
served will agree, at best this could 
only be the final 450 yards on the 
east side of Keswick Road and south 
of “Q' post, but Mr. Wilkinson 
would. not have been allowed to 
climb through .this for the exact rea- 
son as stated above. Any length of 
the wire to the north of the post 
is unsighted to the Japanese sentries 
at the Hunglao Road crossing and 
not one of them could have observed 
him had he attempted to cross it in 
the length from Keswick Road to 
Rockhill Avenue, because it is ob- 
scured either by grave _ mounds, 
houses or growing corn, So much 
for the Embassy spokesman, 

‘The reason advanced by the Japan- 
ese military for | Mr. Wikinson’ 
arrest was that “he ‘crossed the 
Japanese barbed wire in the vicinity 
of Hungjao Road.” What area is 
covered by “in the vieinity of Hung- 
jao Road?” In an attempt 0 
be more precise, let me 
the question where is there 
any Japanese barbed wire which Mr. 
Wilkinson might even have approach- 

ed? T will answer my own question.

If some legal technicality restrains 
the Department from publishing the 
Jnames of offending dairies, certainly 
there can be no such stumbling-block 
In the way of publishing weekly in 
‘the Municipal Gazette the names of 
Jdairies passing the bacteriological 
tests, preferably adding the rating. 

T particularly recommend the above 
procedure, asin several instances 
during the past I have found the 
Public Health Department extremely 
reticent on the subject of local pro- 
Jduce. They may have good reasons| 
for this attitude, but T believe they 
Jean find a satisfactory solution to 
thix doticate but serious problem.

Helmick when he gave judgment in 
favour of the plaintiff in the US. 
Court for China yesterday in the

}& Storage Co. The latter had told the 
Court it was holding the salt in 
storage for one “S. Nishimura,” a 
Japanese firm. which had failed to 
put in an appearance in Court al 
though notified by the Clerk of the 
Court. 

Giving judgment yesterday. Jud} 
Helmick said: 

Plaintiff by this action seeks pos- 
session of 1,507 bags of salt of which 
Ihe claims to be the owner, from the 
defendant which holds them in it 
warehouse, The defendant, by way. 
fof answer to plaintiff's complaint. 
Jadmitted possession of the salt but 
Jdisclaimed any interest therein ex- 
Jeept a lien for storage charges, and 
alleged that it held the salt in storage 
for the International Chemical Dye- 
stuffs Works, a Japanese firm repre- 

nted by S. Nishimura, to which 
defendant had given its receipt, 

Plaintiff led a reply to defendant 
answer denying this amrmative mat-| 
ter on information and belief and 
‘consequently the case became at 
issue and was set down for trial in| 
ldue course. On the trial the plaint- 
JM introduced ‘evidence to establish 
‘his ownership and defendant intro- 
‘duced evidence of storage by the 
third party. At the conclusion of the

Germany May Move Against Czechs ; British 
Cabinet Meets ; Situation Grave 


Paris, May 22- 


‘SLIGHT relaxation of the tension which has been felt all over 

Europe'during the past day or so was sensed by well-informed 
political circles here this morning. ‘These circles regard the general 
European atmosphere as somewhat less cloudy than it was a day ago. 
‘Their attitude is based on the latest pieces of information available 


with regard to developments in 


Central Europe. The absence of 


anything further in the way of irritating incidents, in addition, 
is attributed by press and political circles here to the effect on 
Berlin of the British demarche—Reuter.

In November President Roosevelt's policies 

face a nation-wide test. The “midterm” 
elections take-place in which the whole of 
the House of Representatives and one third 
of the Senate must be chosen, It has 
frequently happened in the past that owing 
to a popular reaction against his policies a 
President has found that during the last two 
years of his occupancy of the White House 
the legislative branch of the Government is 
in control of the opposite party. ‘The result 
is a complete deadlock. ‘The President can 
‘only carry out those poticies with whieh the 
‘opposition agree. 

‘The Republicans, sensing that the Presid- 
ent's popularity is waning, ave strengthening 
their battle lines for the coming struggle. 
-They have no hope of securing an outright 
majority, but they are hoping to increase 
thelr membership to such an extent that 
together with the votes of discontented 
Democrats they will be able to exercise 
controlling influence upon legislation. 


In 1940 when the Presidential election takes 
place one faction or the other of the 
Democratic party will control the whole party 
and the rebuffs which the Republicans have 
helped administer to a Democratic President 
will be of little consequence. The truth of 
the matter is that at the present time the 
Democratic party are so powerful and have 
$0 great a hold upon the country that they 
supply it with both its Government and its 
‘opposition, ‘The November elections will show 
whether the Republican party will be able to 
recapture its place as the opposition party. 


A weekly magazine recently conducted a 
new type of poll on this question of the 
imidterm. elections, Instead of attempting to. 
secure the opinions of a cross-section of the 
voters it requested the opinion of a large 
number of political writers. Each of these 
conducted within his own mind a mental test~ 
poll as part of his daily profession and the net 
vesult, it is contended, is an extremely ac- 
curate forecast of what will happen. As a 
eross-check the magazine sought the opinion 
of five politicians from each party. 








‘This picked jury was asked how the seats. 
in the House would be divided after the: 
November elections. At present there are 
‘only 90 Republicans in the House to 332 
Democrats and 13 members independent of 
either of the two major parties. ‘The political 
correspondents predicted that the Republicans 
would gain 61 seats, the politicians 57 seats 
(taking the average of the replies). This 
may appear to be very little, but it is due as 
Indicated above to the fact that the Republi- 
cans have. not established their right to be 
considered as the opposition party. 

With 150 members they may, by vigorous 
action, establish the idea among all those 
who are opposed to the policies at present 
being carried out in the country that the best 
way to show that opposition is to vote Re- 
Dubllean. At present aueh a feeling does not 
exist, 


Various independent polls of popular 
‘opinion indicate that about three out of every 
five people approve of President Roosevelt as 
an individual. “When test polls, however, are 
taken of specific policies more people dis- 
approve than approve. In other wards the 
personality of the President is mose popular 
than the policies of the President. Even if. 
all who disapproved af him voted Republican 
they (the Republicans) would still only have 
proportionately about 170 seats. If all who 
Were opposed to Administration policies voted 
Republican the total would be higher. 





‘The select jury having decided that the 
Republicans would only win about 60 seats 
were then asked what factors played the 
biggest part in changing the opinions of the 
electorate. Was it the current economic 
recession? Was it the normal “swing of the 
pendulum” which makes people tire of the 
‘Administration they have and wish for a 
change ‘for the sake of change? Was it due 
to divisions in the Democratic leadership, to 
foreign policy or to other causes? 

Both correspondents and politicians over~ 
whelmingly selected the recession as the most 
important factor while the factor which was 
felt to have least importance was foreign 
policy. 


‘As well as looking at the composition of 
the next House fram the point of view of 
party labels, it should be looked at from the 
point of view of whether those bearing the 
Democratic label ‘will or will not support the 
President. The recession and other factors 
may not only increase the number of Re- 
-publicans but may also increase the number| 
of rebel Democrats. If this leads to a series! 
of defeats for the President during his last! 
two years of office and if in administering] 
those defeats the Republican minority appear: 


to be playing an important part, the results 
/of 1940 when Republicans and Democrats face 
each other in a Presidential election may’ 
justify current Republican optimism. 


It does not require an elaborate test poll 
fo conclude that the recession is the factor 
which weighs most heavily with the electorate 
today. ‘The Republican party were defeated 
by the 1929 depression. ‘They claimed credit 
for “prosperity” so could not complain when 
they were held responsible for the economic 
crash, ‘The Democratic policy may be 
defeated in 1940 by the 1938 depression. 

‘They claimed credit for recovery—“don't| 
Jet anyone deceive you, we planned it that! 
way,” said the President—aind are now being. 
made to bear the onus of the recession. The 
success or failure of the President's pro- 
‘gramme to end the recession, announced on 
Aprjl 14, will therefore have far reaching 
consequences. 








‘The President had to show first why the 
heavy Government spending of the past had 
led not to prosperity but another depression 
and prove that spending this time would. 
definitely lead to recovery. He had also to 
outline his spending plans. 

‘The second task was the easier of the two. 
‘The President divided it into three secti 
“the three bullets,” as he called them, with 
which he intended to drive off the recession. 
‘These three bullets were first direct relief to 
the unemployed in the form of work, secondly. 
an expansion of credit facilities through the 
RFC. and through increasing the reserves 
of the banks and thirdly a revival of public 
works. in other words of pump-priming. 








‘The President asked for an appropriation. 
of $1,250,000,000 for work relief plus smaller 
amounts for the Farm Security Administra 
tion, the National Youth Administration and 
the ‘Civilian Conservation Corps, making 
relief total of $1,550,000,000. ‘This money will 
not be available before July 1 when the next 
fiscal year begins. It is an increase over. 
previous estimates for that year which had. 
been based on an optimistic view of the futuré. 
‘The only way this increase could have been 
avoided would have been to substitute direct 
cash relief for Government found jobs, as 
suggested earlier this year by Secretary 
Roper. 


Increased borrowing facilities are not of 
‘great Importance because the difficulty has 
never been lack of funds to borrow but lack 
of satisfactory borrowers. The RFC. has 
been authorized to lend $1,500,000,000 to, 
business, including railways’ and utilities. 
Bank reserves have’ been increased by 
'$1,400,000,000 through releasing the sterilized 
gold. This is the gold bought up by the 
Government with borrowed money when it 
feared inflation. This gold is now being used 
as cash to buy back Government bonds from 
the banks and provide a basis for credit. 

‘The reduction of Federal Reserve require- 
ments added another $750,009,000 to bank: 
reserves. On the base of excess reserves of 
'$4,000,000,000 could be erected a credit 
structure ' of nearly $40,000,000,000 which 
sounds more impressive than it should. A 
mere inerease in the size of the reserve does 
nothing to stimulate borrowing. 


‘The Public Works programme is the most 
important feature of the President's proposals. 
He asked for a revival of the P.W.A. with a 
$1,000,000,000 fund at its disposal. Roughly’ 
half of this sum was to be spent on Federal 
projects, the other half was to be lent to 
Tocal authorities on extremely advantageous. 
terms. An additional $462,000,000 was al~ 
Tocated for housing flood control roads and 
Federal building. 

‘The only string attached to the loans made 
to States and cities is that the work must be 
completed eighteen months after the bill 
programme has been passed by Congress. 
‘Many local governments are likely to avoid 
going further into debt, even on cutrate terms. 
while past experience has shown that public: 
work projects take time to organize and start. 
‘The President's programme thus is more 
sensational in theory than it is likely to prove 
in practice but it may create a new psy-

‘The President's explanation of why his past 
efforts to spend the country out of the de- 
pression had failed were that other factors 
‘counteracted his efforts. Production, for: 
various reasons, had run ahead of the power 
‘of the people ‘to consume. One of these: 
reasons was that wages had not been high 
enough so that there was no mass purchasing 
power (the Wages and Hours Bill is in‘part 
designed to counteract this). Another reason 
‘was that big business had kept prices arti- 
ficially high to try and get large profits, but 
had only succeeded in restricting sales. 
‘Monopolist price fixing must in the President's} 
view come to an end.

‘The President has heeded’ their plea at 
least in part, He has asked for mutual con- 
fidence and for a united country. He has 
engaged in no punitive verbal assaults against 
reactionaries, economic royalists and the like 
since the spending programme was proposed. 
He even had that prince of economic royalists 
Henry Ford to lunch at the White House. 
The President in short seems to have realized 
that pump-priming isn’t enough by itself, He 
is attempting a combination of pump-priming 
with a modification of his past attitude to- 
ward business. 


A COUNTRY DIARY 


‘May 17.—The annual arrival of the Indian 
Cuckoos is always something of a miracle to 
me: 1 refer to the bird locally known as the 
“one-more-bottle bird,” and known to science 
as Cuculus micropterous. It is, inded, strange 
to think that these Cuckoos fly to us on queerly 
down-held fluttering wings all the way from 
India......for they have no known winter base 
in China,” Such “thoughts came to me this 
morning as I watehed a number of these birds 
fying high in the sky from one patch of trees 
to another uttering thelr strident erles: why 
ia it that we know so little about them? Nobody 
‘can give an exact description of the egg as laid 
here, and there is considerable doubt as to the 
bird which they mainly victimize in this part of 
the country. Why should they fly thousands of 
miles to new territory for the breeding season, 
when they build no nests? How did this instinct 
‘of migration survive in birds which have no 
home? My attempts to answer such questions 
only amount to this. I am one of the very 
few people who has seen Indian Cuckoos being 
fed by foster-parents....and they were Azure- 
winged Mogpies: I also suspect that they vic- 
timize the Great Reed-warbler, but have 
never been able to prove this: ‘i they also 
impose upon the tiny Fan-tailed Warbler 
(which I’ call Tinkerbell)—what a sight it 
would be to see that wee bird feeding a great 
fat Cuckoo! I know that they feed mainly on 
‘aterpillers found in the trees, and I have ac- 














‘wally seen a young Cuckoo taking such food 

bbage crop: but here is one of the 
strangest things in bird-life! To see a Cuckoo 
being fed by any particular bird does not 
prove that such bird was its foster-parent: 0 
strong is the maternal instinet in birds that 


from a 





young Cuckoo has only to flutter its wings 
(demanding food) 

the neighbourhood’ will go and feed it. Even 
as I write these lines male cuckoos are futter- 
ing overhead yelling “one more bottle” and the 
females are replying “Ou!-oui-oni-oui-out-ou' 
(very quickly)....it all sounds so very human, 





May 17.—Strange, that after writing about 
Cuckoos this morning I had another experience 
this evening which forces me to write again 
about these amazing birds. Returning home 
late from office, T found my wife sitting in. the 
verandah. armed with a long stick and looking 
Somewhat belligerent......perhaps a sight to 
‘cause qualms in the breast of a less experienced 
husband. By way of explanation, she told me 
that at about 6 pm. a terriMe din broke out in 
the garden: Magpies shouting, Blackbirds 
screaming, hundreds of Sparrows chirping, Bul- 
buls hissing and a few Bust Warblers—and 
others—shouting to High Heaven that something 
‘was wrong. Wife, thinking that a cat. or some 
other Public Enemy No. 1, had entered our: 
ttle sanctuary, went forth’ to do battle with 
the stick aforementioned, but could find nothing. 

no cats. no weasels, no owls....just nothing, 

‘suddenly, from a tree above her head 

rd the ‘raucous ery of the “One-more- 
‘Cuckoo: away in the distance was the 
familiar “whinny” of the female.....the Cuckoo 
flew off to join his lady-friend and peace once 
moro reigned in our little compound: all of 
which goes to show how great is the natural 
hatred ‘of these strange intruders....worse, 1 
believe, than the hatred of an Owl or any other 
bird of prey. Thinking this incident over, I 
am reminded of nights to come (somewhere 
‘about midsummer) when these birds will be 
‘calling all night. What does this mean? My 
explanation is that the female Cuckoos. still 
having eggs to deposit, are driven to despera- 
tion to find the necessary hosts: hence they 
will go flying around at night, whieh is not 
their usual hablt. ‘The fact that’ the males will 
follow them, even at this stage, is really: rather 
touchivig and quite in keeping with’ human 
nature. Now. T have just heard another ex- 
planation of their strange call: certain Chinese 
Translate it os “Wanton Pako"....meaning the

Cambridge Colleges 


It is alarming to hear that the 
foundations of Fellows’ Building, in 
Queens’ College Cambridge, have 
Been so sapped by the action of the 
river which it overlooks that it may 
have to be pulled down. It is in« 
cangeuous to think of any stream so 
placid, not to say sluggish, as the 
Cam eroding. its banks as if it were 
‘8 galloping torrent like the Rhone 
But fearsome racks have appeared 
Jn the building and although hundreds 
Sf tons of clay have been dumped in 
the river to stiffen the bank, it is 
doubtful whether the building can 
be saved. 

Queens’ Is one of the smatlest, but 
among the prettiest colleges of Cam 
bridge.
